An Act To Clarify Hunting, Fishing and Trapping Laws for Youth
Beit enacted by the People of the State of Maine asfollows:
Sec. 1. 12 MRSA 811108-A, sub-87 isenacted to read:

B. A person who violates this subsection after having been adjudicated as having committed 3 or
more civil violations under this Part within the previous 5-year period commits a Class E crime.

2. ClassE crime. A person who violates this section after having been adjudicated as having
committed 3 or more civil violations under this Part within the previous 5-year period commits a Class
E crime.

SUMMARY
This bill provides penalties for adult supervisors, parents and guardians of minors who violate the
laws governing fishing, hunting and trapping.

Thisbill conformsthe age requirement for licensure of nonresident anglersto that of resident anglers
in accordance with an effort by the Department of Inland Fisheries and Wildlife to make fishing laws
more consistent.

The bill amends the statute that allows children under 10 years of age to trap, under supervision,
without alicenseto prohibit them from trapping bear. Thisisasafety concern of the Department of Inland
Fisheries and Wildlife.
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
